During the few weeks in which T 
have been in Europe I have given 
this matter very careful consideration 
and thought, and on my return from Paris 1 
am now able to devote much more attention 
to the brief outline which has been given me 
of the scheme for the erection of a chain of 
hotels in the Irish Free State.

rsonal interview, and with this end in view

NEW DECREE IMPOSES 
MANY RESTRICTIONS.

MADRID, Friday. 

The King has signed a decree regulating 
the admission, sojourn and settlement of 
foreigners desirous of working, or already 
working, in Spain—t at is to say, of 
persons of either sex over fifteen years of 
age and not naturalised in Spain. 

Every foreign worker must show a labour 
contract and obtain a special identification 
card. Persons already resident in Spain 
must apply for such a card within a period 
The cards will have to be 
Ag ete every year. 

mployers engaging employés not pro- 

vided with cards ‘will be fined. From ció 
to five hundred pesetas will have to be paid 
for the cards. The moneys accruing from 
these payments will be devoted to tech- 
nical sd and the relief of unemploy- 
ment. 

Another rule is that imported workers 
must not be paid less wages than Spanish

HE £100,000 Belfast setilement action 
¢ @ entered upon its final stag in the 
Chancery Court, Belfast, to- y, before 
Mr. Justice Wilson. The action is brought 
by Mrs. Jessie Muir Willis, a daughter of 
ihe late Mr. James Gallaher, a prominent 
Belfast: merchant, to set aside a deed of 
cettlement made on April 18th, 1699, - before 
her marriage, which she stated she signed 
believing it to be her will, and without fully 
realising that she was parting with the control 

of £100,060. , 

The defendants were John Gallaher 
Michaels, Thomas Alexander Michaels (her 


cousins), and Wilham Shaw, who are trustees | 


of the settlement. This was the seventh day 
of the hearmg, and the whole day was 
occupied by legal arguments. 


THE DEFENCE, 

Mr. Arthur Black, K.C., in opening for 
the defence, said that’ as one came to the 
end of a long case it would be useful if the 
looked at the matter and see how it áitúil, 
and see after the evidence had been given 
how thé case that was made now stood. 
Paragraph seven of the statement of claim, 
which was carefully drawn in separate para- 
graphs, stated, first: ““The plaintiff never gave 

instructions for the preparation of such 
settlement.”” That was a serious allegation. 
He (Mr. Black) wondered if that aHegation 
vould be persisted in. On the «vidence it 
would be absurd to say that. che never gave 
inv instructions for the preparation of the

MAIN QUESTION, 


The Judge said that the main question was 
whether the plaintiff was properly and fully 
advised. Was there any evidence that the lady 
real:y and thoroughly appreciated and fuliy 
understood the case in all its bearings, or waa 
it from her point of view an im 
tion, Her instructions to Mr. Wallace were to 
tie up her property, so that her husband could 
not go through it, which was done. Was it 
not, however, the duty of someone to tell her 
the ultimate ramifications of the settlement 
in the years to come. He thought it highly 
improbable fo: her to give away £90,000 to 
a certain set of relatives on the eve of her 
marriage. in his view, it was unfair to the 
husband that he should not be told what was 
to happen, and given an opportunity of dis- 
cussing the matter. He (the Judge) was not 
ai the moment aware that there was any 
law on the subject. It could not be for- 
gotten that it was the plaintiff herself who 
suggested who should be the trustees. Was 
there no one to tell her the alternatives, and 
did anyone tell her. Someone, he thought, 
should have told her when she was giving 
away her money, that the first object of her 
bounty ought to be her husband, and not 
relatives, She was getting married, and leav- 
ing ber own family to join another family, 
and her preperty ought to go to those who 
were the objects of her natural affections. 

Mr. Black here quoted a fumber of cases 
and precedents ‘in ,egard to the execution of 
yoluntary deeds of settlement. These cases, 
he said, indicated that the law rmitted 
any person to dispose of their 
property im any way that they 
desired, provided they understood what they 
were doing. In that case all the clauses in- 
serted in the deed of settlement had been 
explained together with those important 
clauses not inserted which she had rejected. 
That being so, he could find no authority 
for making any alterations to the deed of 
settlement, and he assured his Lordship that 
there were hundreds of settlements and 
thousands of wills in Belfast that could be 
set aside if his Lordship so decided in this 
case. 


FOR PLAINTIFF. 


Mr. Murphy, K.C., replying for the plain- 
tiff, said that in view of the innuendos that 
had crept into the case inst Mr. Willis, 
and which Mr. Willis could not fully answer 
in the witness box, he would have said, if 
he had been given an opportunity, that if 
his Lordship directed that a proper settle- 
ment. be executed, Mr. Willis had no de- 
sire whatsoever to touch one penny of the 
money which was at the present moment 
subjected to the settlement which they im- 
peached in that action. It was quite true 
that Mrs. Whllis, when she executed this 
settlement, was over 40 years of age, but 
there was practically no contradiction of her 
statement that during her father’s lifetime 
her father did anything in the way of busi- 
ness that was to be done.

Guard Fóin “ Not 
Guilty.”

DUNDALA, Friday. 

Following a trial lasting seven hours. and 
concluding last night at Dundalk Circúit 
Court, John C. Kissane was found “ not 
uilty *’ of the embezzlement and larceny of 
§2 Ss, alleged to have been received while 
acting as a clerk in the Civic Guard head- 
quarters at Anne street, Dundalk. The jury 
added a ricer to the effect that i was a 
unanimous verdict 

There were sixteen counts in the indict- 
ment preferred . At the conclusiop of the 
trial it was announced that a further indict- 
ment of defalcation of accounts would be 
adjourned to the next sitting of the Circuit 
Court. 

The case for the prosecution was that 
Guard Kissane, who had been clerk to 
Superintendent O'Byrne at Dundalk, had 
complete charge of the moneys received for 
firearms and other certificates; that he made 
weekly and monthly retvrns of the sumg of 
money so received, aud in these retarns that 
e showed a iesser number of certificates 
than had actually been issued. The returns 
were signed by Superintendent O'Byrne, who 
stated that he had implicit confidence 1» 
Kissane and that he accepted his figures as 
correct. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S EVIDENCE. 

Superintendent U byrne said he had never 
the least suspicion that there was anyilhing 
wrong until after Kissane had been trans- 
ferred to Wexford; .when witness made his 
annual return, and it was then discovered mw 
Dublin that the returns were hot complete 
As soon as this became known he paid his 
own cheque to cover the deficiencies amount- 
ing to £52 &s. 

In cross-examination by Mr. James 
Rearden, who (instructed by Mr. P. J. 
O'Hagan) defended, tiie Superintendent 
denied that he had been transferred to 
Maryborough because of the discovery of the 
deficiencies. 

Mr. Rearden—l am suggesting that when- 
ever you ran short of pocket-money you had 
no difficulty in taking the money out of the 
cash box?!—I deny that absolutely. 

Judge Devitt—Do you repudiate both 
things—that you could not have got the 
money without getting the key from the 
Guard, and that you never took any money 
out of the box ’—Yes. 

THE RETURNS. 

Kissane, in evidence, said that the cash box 
was open to anybody in the office, and every 
penny he found in the box he lodged. He 
had previously told the Superintendent that he 
would only return the number of licences fo 
which he found money in the box. Every 
week the returns being made were. examined 
by Superiniendent O'Byrne, and signed by 
him. 

Mr. Rearden, in his address to the jury, 
said Kissane had a splendid ‘record in the 
Guards, and previously held a commission in 
the Free State Army. Kissane was sent to 
Wexford in blissful ignorance of the fact that 
a charge was being made against him. He 
described the charge as one fabricated for the 
purpose of keeping another man safe from 
prosecution.

At 
Lambert Wharf, further up, the fee is five 
shillings, but the men up there often swim 
down to Westminster. I then go home, 
get dry clothes and come back again.”’ 

He told. me before going on his route 
that he sometimes earned as much as 
thirty shillings in one night. 


The Customs Inquisition.. 


A friend of mine who has just added 
dutiabl¢; ‘imports ; to an. old-estgblished 
business tells me that he would never 
have embarked on his new venture if he 
had realised the difficulties which such 
imports involve. After weeks of compli- 
cated delays he found it necessary to pay 
a special visit to the “Long Room” at 
the Dublin Customs House in order to 
make personal explanation of his business. 
When. as a member of a queue, he was 
compelled to stand at a public counter 
and overhear a discussion of the con- 
fidential details of other traders’ business 
through brass bars with a Customs 
official, and then to discuss his own 
private affairs with the same publicity, he 
felt that the lintit had been reached. My 
sympathies are, of course, with my friend. 
Surely, with all the money which we are 
spending on public offices, it ought to be 
possible to arrange that traders shall have 
some kind of privacy when they are com- 
pelled to undergo searching inquisitions 
on the details of their private business 
affairs. I hope that the Revenve Commis- 
sioners will take the hint. The delays 
and complications of Customs barriers are 
sufficiently irritating in the best condi- 
tions.

Scientific Interlude, 


Mr. P. G. Wodehouse has described 
some inimitably vacuous. young man or 
other as “one of nature s white mice.’’ 
The term is less disparaging than it 
appears to be at first sight. I have heen 
reading about the researches in genetics of 
Dr. Davenport, of the Carnegie Institu- 
tion, Washington. Dr. Davenport esti- 
mates (I quote from a summary in The 
Times) that ‘‘a cubie millimetre of the 
blood of a white mouse may contain over 
a million white blood corpuscles, and 
there may be a thousand cubic millimetres 
of blood in a single mouse, or a billion 
white corpuscles in a single mouse, to say 
nothing of the other cells. Each of the 
corpuscles is a living organism, able to 
select and assimilate food, to respire, 
excrete, and to move, and to show the 
kind of responses to environment which, if 
we imputed consciousness, would imply 
sensation.’” Apparently it is no trifling 
matter to be one of nature’s white mice. 


Armageddon. 


The recent sale of the historic site of 
Armageddon evokes memories of the World 
War; for it was in this district that 
Viscount Allenby won his final victory over 
the Turks. Armageddon, the name which 
Greek conquerors gave to the Hebrew 
Megiddo of the Old Testament, is a trans- 
verse ridge across the Palestine valleys, 
and at one time formed the boundary be- 
tween the ancient civilisation of the 
Mesopotamian Valley and the Nile Valley. 
Itern Necho overthrow Josiah, and here 
also came Babylonian warriors, and later 
the Crusaders. This “ Battlefield of the 
Ages’’ is now being excavated, and 
explorers have found already the monn- 
ment erected to King Shismak and other 
remains which substantiate the Biblical] 
accounts of persons, incidents and battles ; 
but the fortress of Armageddon, 
which 1s said to have existed in the height 
of the region’s glory, is yet to be un- 
covered, 
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The Chief Justice of Cuprus.

Three vears 
later he was called to the Irish Bar at 
King’s Inns, Dublin. 

Much of Sir Herbert Stronge’s judicial 
service has been abroad. From. 1911. to 
1917 he was Stipendiary and Circuit 
Macistrate in- the’ Bahamas. ‘and he- was 
Chief Justice. of the -Leeward Islands 
before his appointment in 1917 as. Chief 
Justice to the Tonga Islands. Since 1925 
he has been Chief Justice of the Leeward 
Islands. He received his knighthood last

I wonder how much longer the cult of 
the statistician will survive. 1 do not

If I told him that 
there were 1435 specimens, he would be- 
lieve me quite as readily. 

As a matter of fact, the average man’s 
faith in figures is almost pathetic. If ! 
chance to be arguing about unemployment 
in the Free State, my opponent will fight 
his point of view to the bitter end, or, 
rather, until I tire of the debate and pro- 
duce the figures. When my contention is 
that unemployment is small I merely need 
to remark that last week’s figures showed 
769 men out of work; if I wish to contend 
that it is large, 1 quote 97,612, and he is 
crushed. I pass on my observation as a 
cheap and easy means of escaping from 
an argument. 


Glenasmole. 


On a recent Sunday afternoon I visited 
Glenasmole. There were fewer pedestrians 
about than one generally meets on the 
mountain roads. I have a theory that 
most long-distance “ hikers’’ in County 
Dublin are students or other folk who leave 
Dublin for the holidays. The native 
Dubliner seldom ventures further south 
than Portobello Bridge. Whether or not 
my theory is right, the ‘‘ Glen of the 
Thrush ’’ seemed to be almost deserted on 
that day. It can be reached in half-an- 
hour after leaving the Tallaght "bus at 
Oldbawn, and I do not know a lovelier or 
more peaceful scene in County Dublin. 
The road soon leads to a good height, but 
one can walk for miles through a valley 
which is sheltered on both sides by hills. 
The scene is not bleak and neglected, like 
some parts of the Dublin Mountains, but 
the fields are well fenced and cared, and 
the glen has many comfortable cottages. 

Glenasmole, as those who know their 
Irish legends will remember, was one of the 
favourite rendezvous of Fionn MacCool 
and Ossian. Mr. F. Elrington Ball, in his 
history of County Dublin, says that local 
recollections of Fionn are preserved by 
some large rocks, on one of which is an 
inscribed slab, recording that the hero 
carried it on his shoulder. Perhaps, a 
further visit to the glen may reveal this 
celebrated rock. Nearly a hundred years 
ago, when Gaelic survived in Glenasmole, 
Eugene O’Curry took down some of the 
local Gaelic place-names from an aged resi- 
dent. The following Anglicised versions 
may tempt the pedestrian, if he visits 
Glenasmole, to identify the places: The. 
Narrow Pass, the Black Stream, Stony 
Mountain, the Raven's Hollow, Mary’s 
Cliff, the Great Wood and the Foot of the 
Three Streams. 


Mr. Lloyd George. 


To-day brings a sixty-eighth birthday to 
Mr. Lloyd George. It is interesting to 
recall that forty years have passed since 
he made his maiden speech. Contrary to 
the general rule, as prescribed by Vic- 
torian novels, the House of Commons was 
not “taken by storm.” The only refer- 
ence to his speech was made by Mr. Glad- 
stone, who said that he supported “ much 
that was said so ably by the honourable 
member for Glamorgan.’’ As a matter of 
fact, Mr. Lloyd George was member for 
Carnarvon. One London paper said that 
the speech was “ rather clever,” and no 
more. Yet the seventeen-minute speech 
contained much that was typical of his 
later fame as a speaker. For instance, he 
described Lord Randolph Churchill and 
Mr. Chamberlain as “a kind of political 
contortionists,’’ who behave “ after the 
manner of the American performers who 
set their feet in one direction and their 
faces in another, and no one knows which 
way they intend to travel.’’ He further 
declared that never had there been any- 
thing so funny as the Government’s lecis- 
lation “since the Lilliputian king drew 
his hanger to attack Gulliver.”’ 


Lighting of Old Dublin. 


In this age of electricity it is difficult 
to imagine the primitive methods adopted 
to illuminate the streets of Dublin in ,by- 
gone days. Street lighting in the days 
of James the First was quite a simple 
affair. The aldermen, who were respon- 
sible for the lighting in their respective 
wards, arranged that every fifth house 
should have “ lanthorn and candlelight set 
forth from six of the clock to nine every 
dark night from All Holland-tide until 
Candlemas and a fortnight after "’ 

Oil lamps came into use within the 
next hundred years. At the beginning of 
Queen Anne’s reign one Cole had the con- 
tract for public lighting, and apparently 
made a good thing out of it for those days. 
Houses were then assessed according to 
size, and paid for public lighting eighteen- 
pence to three shillings a year, and for 
1702 £623 was realised from this rate on 
4,716 houses. During the winter months— 
the lighting season—1,850 gallons of rape 
oil were used, and twenty-three lamp- 
lighters were employed, receiving £3 
apiece for the season.

MR. MACDONALD'’S RESOLUTION. 


The resolution submitted by the Prime 
\linister was as follows :— 

‘The Conference, sitting in plenary 
session, has received and notes the re- 
jorts. of ‘the nine sub-committees sub- 
mitted by the Committee of the whole 
Conference, with comments — thereon. 
These ‘reports, provisional though they 
are, together with the ‘recorded notes 
attached to them, afford, in the opinion 
of the Conference, material of the highest 
value for use-in the framing of a Con- 
stitution for India, embodying, as they do 
a substantial measure of agreement on 
the main ground plan and many helpful 
indications of the points of detail to be 
further pursued, and the Conference feels 
that arrangements should be made to 
pursue, without interruption, the work 
upon which it has been engaged.”’ 


A FEDERAL GOVERNMENT. 

In the discussion the Lord Chancellor 
said that im a federal constitution, such 
as the one they proposed to set up, 4 
Federal Government was an essential 
element. The exact jurisdiction and con- 
stitution of the Government could be 
settled later. He suggested that the Con- 
ference should pass a resolution affirming 
the principle, and leaving the other ques- 
tions open for further determination. 

The delegates indicated that this pro- 
cedure would be acceptable, 

The Maharaja of Rewa said that he did 
not expect to see a detailed Constitution 
for India hammered out at the Confer- 
ence, and he was not disappointed that 
this had not been done. 

Mr. Basu (Bengal) said that a hesitat- 
ing, little-hearted measure would not have 
satisfied Britain if she had been in the 

sition of Indians, and would not satisfy 
ndia, 

Khan Bahadur H.H. Husain (Moslem) 
expressed the opinion that the work of the 
Conference would remain indestructible, 


A MESSAGE OF GOOD-WILL. 

The Maharaja of Dholpur declared that 
the Conference had laid the foundations 
of a, united India. Willingness by the 
Princes to work for a federal ideal had 
been the turning-point of the Conference 
The Princes took that attitude, because 
they saw that great forces of disruption 


were arising, and a mighty upheaval was 
coming in political India. 

One of the greatest gains of the Con- 
ference would probably prove to be the 
better understanding between the Indian 
States and British India that had grown 
up in the past few weeks. Britain had 
proved during the discussions that she 
sincerely wished to help lode forward.

Mr. Shiva-Rao (Madras, Labour) said 
that he and his colleagues could not enter- 
tain any warmth or enthusiasm for the 

rinciples of. the new Constitution which 
ad emerged as a result of the discussion 
in the various sub-committees. 

Sardar Ujjal Singh (Sikh) said that 
full Dominion status, thanks to the 
success of the Conference, was now. a 
question of a few years. The safeguards 
in the present scheme need not frighten 
anyone. One important result of the 
Conference was that Indianisation of the 
Army would, if possible, be completed in 
thirty years.

As the centuries passed and the field for 
discoveries narrowed, it became more difficult 
to make such records interesting, and so a 
period was reached in which the travel book 
became less descriptive and more a criticism 
of lite. As far as English literature is con- 
cerned, this turmimg-point came in the 18th 
century, and, perhaps, the significant date 1s 
the 18th August, 1773, when Doctor Johnson 
and the iaithful Boswell set out from Edin- 
burgh on their journey to the Hebrides. Each 
of them wrote his account of the tour, and 
the greater book was written by the lesser 
man. Even apart from his study of John- 
son, “ who jiooms larger than the Hebrides,” 
Boswell's account was the livelier narrative. 

Of travel books written in our own day, 
those of Robert Louis Stevenson possess the 
aveatest charm, and from among those 
written by authors still living Hilaire Belloc’s 
‘Path to ome’ would certainly be given 
many first preferences. W. H. Davies's 
“Super Tramp” also has a distinctive 
flavour, 

Such books are not mere records of things 
seen. Each relates the adventures of a man's 
soul, and it is this human interest which 
sives them their value as literature.

PREFERENCE VOTING. 

The first clause deals with the alterna- 
tive vote, the suggested rules for which 
are set out in a schedule. These state 
that a voter may indicate his 
preference by putting the figure one or a 
cross opposite that candidate’s name on 
the ballot paper. 

He may also place the figure two 
opposite the name uí the candidate whoin 
he would prefer if his first choic> 
candidate could not be elected. A can- 
didate receiving an absolute majority ot 
first preference votes would be declared 
elected. 

If no candidate received an absolute 
majority, however, the candidate receiv- 
ing the smallest number of first preferences 
would be excluded, and the second 


the candidate indicated. The candidate 
who received an absolute majority at the 
second count would then be declared 


elected. 


ONE VOTE AT ELECTION. 

If still no candidate had secured an 
absolute majority, the process of excluding 
the candidate with the smallest number of 
votes and transferring the second pre- 
ferences to unexcluded candidates would be 
continued until one candidate secured an 
absolute majority.

and are used as dwellings for exiles. I suc- 
ceeded in finding a lodging in the village 15 
kilometres away, in which there were. al- 
ready hundreds of exiles. 


STARVATION AND MISERY. 


“There is great want among the exiles; 
starvation and all kinds of misery. Many 
epidemics cause the people to die by the 
hundred. All places of employment are re- 
gistered, and none dare employ an exile on 
forbidden work. After being assigned a 
place of work, the exiles are deprived of 
their certificates of identification; they 
live in the sheds like other prisoners, so that 
their work is the same kind of forced labour. 

‘‘ Besides the exiles there are several camps 
for prisoners condemned to penal servitude 
in the north, in which there are tens of 
thousands of prisoners. Thus, on the River 
Dvina, opposite the town of Archangel, there 
is a prisoners’ camp in which the prisoners 
are employed in loading sleepers, pitprops 
and other wood goods for abroad. With 
my own eyes I have seen prisoners em- 
ployed in the work of loading for which they 
receive no wages whatever. In the port of 
Archangel there are a number of foreign 
ships, principally English, American, Swedish. 
Norwegian, which carry timber from Soviet 
Russia to foreign ports. The declarations 
of the Bolsheviks that prisoners are not em- 
vloyed in preparing and loading timber are 
quite unfounded... In Archangel timber pre- 
pared hy prisoners is loaded bv prisoners’ 
labour, and it is despatched to all European 
and American markets. 

Archangel as an exile for 2) 
months, during which time I did not mvself 
venture to take part in work organised by 
the G.P.U. because it was my object to es.

With regard to the scale of election 
expenses, the present maximum Is sixpence 
per elector in counties and fivepence per 
elector in single member boroughs. ‘The 
bill proposes to reduce these amounts to 
fivepence and fourpence respectively. 

Except as provided, the proposals in the 
bill do not extend to Northern Ireland.

FROM RICHARD il. 
TO DISSOLUTION. 


——— 


HE interesting article in the /rish Times 
i 4 concerning the Mace and Sword of the 

ancient Borough of (jalway suggests a 
lew notes on the former civic government of 
the western capital (writes a Special Corre- 
spondent ) 

'he earliest Charter of incorporation of the 
citizens of Galway dates froin the far-off times 
of Richard 11. dated 1585; but 3 would 
appear that evem previous to that time there 
was some sort: of municipality im existence, 
for that Charter is addressed to “ the provost 
and co-burgesses of the town of Galway.” 


THE SOVEREIGN. 


From thé time of Richard HH. until 1404 
the chief officer of the Corporation was the 
Sovereign, who was elected under the pro- 
visions of the Charter, but the Constitution 
was altered by Richard II1., who, in a Char- 
ter dated 15th December of the second year 
of his reign, after confirming the previous 
Charter, granted licence to the Sovereign, 
provosts, bailiffs and commonalty to elect a 
Mayor and two bailiffs annually, '' well and 
laudably to rule and govern the said town of 
Galway, and the laws. and good customs 
therein, anciently used and approved of, to 
-majntain and administer.” 

Under the provisions of this Charter the 
first Mayor of Galway, Pyerse Lynche, was 
elected in 1485. 

Subsequent Charters were granted to the 
city by iater monarchs, and the “ governing 
Charter,’ under whose provisions the affairs 
of the Corporation were conducted until its 
dissolution in 1840, was that granted by 
Charles II. in the twenty-ninth year of his 
reign. 

The succession of the Mayors of Galway 
was uninterrupted from 1485 until the dissolu- 
tion of the Corporation under the operation 
of the Municipal Corporations (Ireland) Act. 
1840. 


THE CORPORATION. . 


The Corporation of Galway consisted of a 
Mayor, two Sheriffs, Free Burgesses. (un- 
limited), a Recorder, a Town Clerk, a Mayor 
of the Staple, two Constables of the Staple, 
and a Swordhearer. Other officers, includ- 
ing a Macebearer, were appointed by the 
Corporation. 

The Mayor ‘of Galway was an important

It appears to 
have been reduced in 1764 to £150, but was 
again raised to £250 in 1771. But for many 
years previous -to the tolls being taken out 
of the lands of the Corporation. . ; the 
Mayor, or his deputy, received the entire of 
the corporate revenues, paid some ‘small 
sums in salaries to the other corporate offi 
cers, and other dishursements, and applied 
the surplus to their own use, without ren- 
dering any account to the Corporation; The 
last Mayor by whom they were so received 
states that the surplus never preduced to 
him more than £500 in one year, The Mayor 
has not since received any salary. He appears

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America’s Saving Grace. 


The picture of American society which 
Europe receives from America’s own 
journalists and novelists is at least alarm- 
ing; for it furnishes ample evidence of a 
widespread bankruptcy.of Jaw and morals. 
It seems that there are few things in the 
United States to-day which cannot be 
bought and sold. The tone of social life is 
set by an uneducated plutocracy, which 
lives only to flaunt its wealth. Even if we 
discredit the more lurid works of American 
fiction, the over-time labours of ‘the 
American divorce courts speak for them- 
ba Prohibition has resulted, not in 

e growth of temperance, but in the 
pe and flagrant collapse of law. 
During the “last few” years enormous 
fortunes have been made by illicit drink- 
traffickers, and a large percentage of this 
money has been devoted, too successfully, 
to the corruption of the police. Great 
cities are at the mercy of “ gangsters,’’ who 
levy blackmail at the point of the revolver, 
and murder one another freely in disputes 
over their disreputable profits. There are 
many Churches in the United States, but 
religion seems to have a very small in- 
fluence on the national life. If we judge 
the country by all these symptoms, and by 
the reflections of American society which 
Hollywood broadcasts throughout the 
world, we must conclude that the United 
States have been tried in the balance and 
have been found wanting. 

Nevertheless, we do not believe that the 
Gibbon who will write ‘‘ The Decline and 
Fall of the United States” will be born 
in our century. A picture may be correct 
in all its details, but may give a general 
impression which is wholly misleading. 
The American character has many faults, 
but it has ct least one grace which 
well may prove to be the country’s 
} saving grace, Every Ameérican either is 
born with the virtue of personal inde- 
pendence or acequires it; such _in- 
dependence, indeed, is a condition of 
the national existence, The American 
citizen has confidence in himself; he 
knows himself to be the master of his 
fate, and does fiot shrink from the ad- 
venture; his convictions may be wrong, 
but he has the courage of them. We prefer

Every American citizen, whether he be 
of long Atbetican ancestry or the latest 
immigrant, proposes to “ better himself,” 
and conceives no other means than his 
own exertions. Here, no doubt, is the 
secret of America’s tolerance of misused 
wealth, At present the country has six 
million unemployed, but the ° vulgar 
millionaires of Hollywood have not 
abated their orgies. In France a similar 
contrast created’ a revolution, and, if 
England had a large body of immoral 
and extravagant wealth, her situation 
might become dangerous. In the United 
States the man who is ‘‘ down and out”’ 
to-day hopes to be “up and in” to- 
morrow, and so bears no malice against 
those to whom, for the time being, the 
gamble of life has been more favourable. 
Thus, with all her. defects, America 
remains a vital country. She is as ready 
now for high risk and high enterprise 
as she was when she fought with England 
or with Spain; and for that reason alone 
good Englishmen must envy her. Britain’s 
real danger at this time is not the decline 
of industry, but the decline of character. 
Socialist 
Socialist Governments only—has.- shifted 
the whole balance of moral and political 
authority. The classes in which character 
always has resided are being crushed out 
of existence by high taxation: Expanding 
social services ” are supporting increas- 
ing millions of persons who have no wish 
to work and soon will be unfit to work.

Electoral] Reform. 


The text of the British Government's 
Representation of the People Bill was 
issued yesterday. It contains seven main 
clauses. In the first place, it provides for 
the institution of the alternative vote. 
This system of voting must not be con- 
fused with the type of proportional repre- 
sentation which is in force in thé Irish 
Free State ; for, whereas in the latter casa 
the voter numbers all the candidates in 
his order of preference, the alternative 
vote system allows him to chouse only two, 
thus. eliminating the almost unlimited 
number of “ counts ” which often result 
from proportional representation. In the 
next place, the bill provides for the 
division of certain double-member con- 
stituencies, and for the abolition of the 
business premises qualification for regis- 
tration—except in the case of the City of 


nightly inhabitants, most of whom are 
caretakers. It proposes to abolish univer- 
sity constituencies, to restrict the use of 
motor vehicles in parliamentary elections, 
t> ordain a maximum scale of election. 
expenses, lower than that in operation at 
present, and to make provision for the 
postponement of polls in the case of island 
constituencies. The object of this measure 
is manifest. Since the collapse of Mr. 
Lloyd George’s Coalition the Liberal 
Party has been declining steadily. The 
English genius seems to lend itself to the 
two-party system, and, with the advance 
of Labour as a political force, Liberalism 
has found itself crushed between the | 
upper and the nether millstones. Mr. 
Lloyd George realises that under tlie 
“straight vote ” system his party prob- 
ably would disappear altogether at the 
next general election; and, as he holds 
the balance of power in the present Par- 
liament, he has forced the Prime Minister 
to reform the electoral law. The Liberal 
leader hopes to increase his numbers in 
the next Parliament to at least one 
hundred, and has told Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald that he will support the Govern- 
ment for. the remainder of the present 
Parliament’s lifetime only if the new bill 
veaches the Statute-book. The measure is 
aimed directly at the Conservatives. They 
ave a majority of university seats; they 
have the use of many motor cars; they 
are supposed to be richer than their 
political. rivals, and, therefore, able to 
spend more money. on election expenses. 
The new bill may give Mr. Lloyd George's 
moribund party an additional lease’ of 
life, but it will not promote the national 
welfare. It is too patently biassed against 
one of the three great parties, and in the 
long run may defeat its own ends. While 
the bill, as a whole, will not apply to 
Northern Ireland, the clause in respect 
of university representation will affect the 
Northern Parliament. If the bill becomes

The Schneider Trophy. 


<a ag ea s decision that it will 
assist in the promotion of the race for 
the Schneider 1 y this year will be 
received with tment not only in 
aviation circles, but by the general public ; 
for the event was extremely popular. It is 
true, of course, that the money required— 
not less than eighty thousand pounds— 
justifies the attitude assumed by the 
Government ; but, at the same time, it is 
unfortunate that, when British aeroplanes 
have secured a front place in the world 
trade, the industry should be deprived oí 
the advertisement which natural y would 
accompany a victory. The Government's 
decision renders it highly improbable that 
Great Britain will be able to take part in 
the race; for the Air Ministry refuses to 
lend machines, and it will be almost im. 

ible to build: the necessary seaplanes 
in time, while the difficulty of raising a 
very large sum. of money is obvious. 
F it is almost impossible to 
find civilian pilots capable of taking part 
in the race unless they are given ‘ample 
opportunities and time for training. In air 
circles to-day it was thought that Great 
Britain would stand down and that the 
organisation of the race would be handed 
over entirely to Italy, with the result, that 
the contest would take place in that 
country.

THE REV, J. © ROBERTSON. 


The Rev. John Charles bertson, M.A., 
B.D., Principal of Edgehill Theological Insti- 
tute, and ex-President sof the Methodist 
Church in Ireland, died afta nursing home in 
Belfast yesterday. aftern after an opera- 
tion. He Was born in 1868 in a room over the 
old Methodist'Church in Abbey'street, Dublin, 
his father, the . James Robertson, D.D., 
who filled such a i ling plaee in the life of 
the Irish Methodist Church, being then one of 
the ministers of the Abbéy, street Circuit.

The Rev. Mr.» Robertson was educated at 
the Methodist College, Belfast, and at Wesley 
College, Dublin, From Wesley College, 
Dublin, he took a Hebrew Sizarship in Trinity 
College. _ Soon afterwards he won a junior 
exhibition. . In addition to these distinc- 
tions at entrance he took honours in 
Classics and Metaphysics, First Prize in 
Biblical Gréek, and Junior Moderatorships in 
Logies and Ethics. He took his B.A. degree 
in 1890, and B.D. in 1907. 

In 1895 Mr. Robertson was accepted as 
candidate. for the ministry of the Methodist 
Church in Ireland. In 1907, he was appointed 
Theological-.tutor at the Methodist Col e. 
Belfast, aíterwards becoming Principal oí the 
College, where he had from year to year 
twenty to twenty-five students in training 
for the ministry 

He was at work as usual on Tuesday, and 
in the afternoon he became ill.

DRASTIC REFORM. 
' (Since his advent to the county last Sep- 
tember, Mr. Nicholas O’Dwyer, B.E., Countv 
Commissioner, has given unmistakable evi- 
dence of his capacity for the position. He 
was only a couple of weeks in the county 
when he effec drastic reform in the road 
system, and after what might be termed a 
flying visit to the different districts, exerted 
a noticeable influence in gingering up all con- 
nected with road-making all over the county. 
Assistant Surveyors were transferred from 
one district to ‘another, and the ordinary 
road: workers were made to feel that if they 
did not give a better output, they would be 
replaced by other men. ‘ 

Mr. O'Dwyer is particularly adapted for 
his present position. He came into ‘touch 
with local administration when he was made 
Engineering Inspector to the Free State: 
In that capacity he had to deal with water: 
works, sewerage, and roads, and had some 
experience under these heads in Kerry before 
his appointment as Commissioner. 

He is at présent engaged in a close exami- 
nation of the county roads estimates for the 
coming. financial. year, going in detail into 
every single item in the estimates presented 
by the two county surveyors... He | has 
succeeded in considerably reducing the large 
amounts of arrears outstanding’in respect of 
rents of labourers’ cottages. He has 
succeeded in solving the vexed proklem of 
the Killorglin waterworks; he has provided 
electric lighting for the town of Castleisland ; 
he has obtained a grant of £400—out of the 
estimate of £ for the improvement of 
the approaches to the new county hall 
in Tralee, and he is now contemplating 
a scheme for the extension of-the concreting 
of the main streets of Tralee. 


DRAINAGE SCHEME. 

_ Another tig scheme engaging his attention 
Is that of tse drainage of the Rivers Brick 
and Cashen, in North Kerry. For over a cen- 
tury upwirds of 12,000 acres of land have 
been destroyed by flooding from both rivers. 
The Board cf Works estimated the total ex- 
penditure of the drainage of those rivers at 
£115,000, of which the Government offer to 
contribute £57.000, The farmers whose lands 
would be beicfited by the scheme offered to 
contribate Tj per cent., but Mr. O’Dwyer in- 
duced them to increase that offer to 124 per 
cent., the covnty ratepayers to make up the 
balance on a iong-term loan, so that posterity 
should bear some of the burden, as they 
would he sharers in the benefits. 

The ratepayers of the county are beginning 
to realise that the County Commissioner is 
determined to do his utmost to reduce their 
rate burdens. while improving public ser- 
vices as far as possible. 

Mr. O'Dwyer has succeeded in making an 
arrangement by’ which owners of derelict 
lands may let such lands to graziers on the 
latter undertaking. to pay to the proper 
authorities a stipulated sum off arrears of 
rates and annuities, and the balance to the 
owner of the land, thus rendering the grazier 
immune from seizure of his cattle, and help- 
ing to reheve neighbouring farmers of the 
burden of shouldering the responsibility for 
payment of the arrears due on such lands if 
respect of both rates and land annuities. 

The latter at present have reached the big 
total of £40,000 in Kerry, and if the Com- 
missioners scheme should work out satis. 
factorily this should prove a big boon to 
punctual payers of rates and annuities.

SPECIAL SERVICES BY 
RAIL AND ROAD. 


EADERS of the Irish Times through- 
out Southern Ireland were surprised 
on last Monday morning to find the 
Dublin daily newspapers on sale shortly 
after eight o'clock, instead of at the usual 
hour, after the arrival of the mail train. 
For instance, whereas the newspapers 
under the old system did not arrive in 
Cork until 10,55 a.m., they now arrive 
at 8.15 a.m., and similar improvements 
have been made in all the Southern, South- 
Eastern and South-Western counties. 
This reform has been made possible by 
the enterprise of the Great. Southern 
Railways Company, which is providing a 
special service by rail and road from 
Dublin. A special newspaper train leaves 
Kingsbridge Station every morning at 
4 a.m., and runs direct to Maryborough. 
Here it makes its first stop, and is met 
by fast motor lorries, which feed other 
rail services, and also carry papers by 
road to various towns in Offaly, . Ros- 
common, Galway, Leix, Clare, Limerick, 
“sn agen Waterford and Southern Wex- 
ord. 


The special train then. goes on to 
Thurles, whence supplies are carried again 
by road and rail to the principal centres 
of Cork, Tipperary and Kerry. As a 
result of this innovation irish Times 
readers in all the areas. covered by the 
combined services can obtain their papers 
between 8 a.m. and 9 a.m, every morning. 
Many of the smaller towns and villages 
ure reached several hours earlier than 
they could be reached under the old 
system.

From Revtrer’s CORRESPONDFNT. 
GENEVA, Friday. 

M. Colijn (Holland) furnished the 
European Union Committee this afternoon 
with a statement on the negative results 
of last year’s two conferences on concerted 
economic action. The statement concludes 
with a warm appeal in favour of effective 
action and a request to continue bi-lateral 
negotiations until a successful conclusion is 
reached. 

“ The very menace of a tariff war, the 
statement continues, ' surely constitutes 
a serious obstacle to closer understanding 
between nations, and consequently im- 
us economic relations between 
Curopean States would seem a sine qua 
non. of the attainment of the aims of the 
European Union Committee. '' 

M. Colijn’s statement was received with 
warm applause, after which M. Briand 
thanked him, and recommended his con- 
clusions to the consideration of the com- 
mittee. M. Colijn undoubtedly made a 
strong impression. 

Mr. Henderson, the British Foreign 
Secretary, remarked that he wanted time 
to study so important a statement, so that 
whatever he might say on the subject 
would not conflict with the views of the 
President of the Board of Trade. 

Mr. Henderson, therefore, moved the 
adjournment of the discussion until to- 
morrow, and this was agreed to. 

M. Briand added that the sub-committee 
would meet to-morrow to take a decision 
on the question of inviting non-members 
of the Lee gue to participate in negotiations 
for the establishment rt union.

BRITISH DELEGATES TO 
VISIT CANADA, 


During the Imperial Conference the 
Federation of British Industries entered 
into close contact with the Dominion repre- 
sentatives with a view to ascertaining what 
steps could be taken by industrialists to 
further the cause of inter-imperial trade, 
In particular several interviews took place 
with the Canadian Ministers who attended 
the Conference, and arrangements have 
now been made, with the co-operation of 
the Canadian Government, for a delegation 
representing the Federation of British 
Industries to visit Canada and discuss with 
Canadian industrialists problems affecting 
the two countries. 

Sir James Lithgow, President of the 
Federation of British Industries, will lead 
the delegation. It is proposed, in par 
ticular, to examine the possibilities of co- 
operation between Canadian and British 
industrialists, in order that co-operation 
may be substituted as far as possible for 
competition between the industries of both 
countries.
